Gas Storage Permit Denied... 


Town’s School Bus Co. Faces 
Tough Evening Before Town Council 


The bumpy ride for Five Star Transportation of 
Granby, the holder of the bus contract for the 
Agawam Public Schools, may soon become less 
rocky, according to several town officials. 

Five Star is currently in its second year of a five- 
year contract negotiated with the Agawam School 
Department in the spring of 1991. The firm finally 
has a permanent home at 387 Shoemaker Lane 
after recently moving into the former Mass./Conn 
Office Park building. 

Since January 1st, all school buses have been 
housed at this location, which was purchased by 
Five Star last fall. Five Star is still gasing-up. its 
fleet of buses at a site over on Garden Street, but 
hopes the installation of a 2,000 gallon gasoline 
tank will solve that problem in the near future. 

Council Said No Way To Permit 

Obtaining that gasoline storage permit from 
Town Council, however, proved to be a near 
disaster for Five Star after a public hearing in 
January and another hearing on February 1st. The 
council voted unanimously against granting the 
bus company the permit based on a myriad of pro- 
blems at the Shoemaker Lane site, many of which 
are being worked out at presstime, according to 
Mayor Christopher C. Johnson. : 

Only the council can approve requests for the 
installation of above or below ground gasoline 
tanks in the community. 


Five Star is currently operating on Shoemaker 
Lane without a building permit. Departments at 
Town Hall involved in the situation told us that the 
firm should shortly receive a temporary occupan- 
cy permit. 


“The town has been trying its best to work with 
Five Star officials to iron-out the problems with 
their new home,” said Johnson, who also serves 
as chairman of the Schoo! Committee. “The com- 
pany is trying to rectify the situation and should 
be giving the Planning Board, Building Gepart- 
ment, and Town Council a timetable for comple- 
tion very shortly,” Johnson told us. 


Johnson said the Fire Department is also ad- 
dressing several of its concerns about the gas 
storage tank at presstime. 


According to the contract negotiated with the 
School Department, Five Star must house all 
buses for public schools in Agawam. Last year 
the firm leased a site on Garden Street for this 
purpose. The lease expired on December 31st.

planning Board Approval In September 

Five Star officials received preliminary approval 
of site plans for the Shoemaker Lane site in 
August from the Planning Board. Final site ap- 
proval was granted in September. One of the ma- 
jor stipulations of the agreement with planners 
stated that all school buses must be parked in the 
rear of the building, and not in the front, as is cur- 
rently practiced. 


The Lecrenski family, owners of Five Star, hired 
a general contractor in the fall to complete the 
parking lot. But the contractor declared bankrupt- 
cy during the holiday period. This proved to be a 
major setback to the company, causing it to fall 
far behind on meeting building requirements and 
site specifications. : 

Five Star, according to Johnson, cannot receive 
a permanent building occupancy permit from the 
town until the parking lot at the site is completed. 
He says this will be accomplished as soon as the 
frozen ground of the winter softens in the early 
spring. 


The bus company seemed to be under the gun 
from the start. The School Department was heavi- 
ly lobbied by some residents and bus drivers to 
mainntain its contract with Ryder Transportation 
of Rhode Island (prior to inking the agreement 
with Five Star). 

In September 1991, Five Star fired a popular, 
longtime bus driver, touching off a loud public 
outcry against the new company. 


These incidents, combined with the public 
hearings before Town Council, may have been the 
reason Town Councilor Edward A. Caba said of 
the town’s contract with Five Star, “From day one 
that this contract was awarded, | have had a pro- 
blem with this. | have had numerous calls regar- 
ding this entire situation.” 

The council’s February 1st public hearing to 
hear Five Star’s request for the gasoline storage 
permit also proved to be a difficult situation for 
the company. 


Owner Theresa Lecrenski was under seige from 
many councilors. Councilor Walter A. Balboni, a 
former School Committee member, demanded 
that the public hearing be stricken from the agen- 
da. Balboni said that until Five Star was in com- 
pliance with its agreement with the Planning 
Board, the request for the gasoline storage permit 
should not be allowed.

Councilor Joanne Willis complained that too 
many discrepancies and irregularities existed 
before she would approve the storage permit. She 
also expressed grave concern about Five Star oc- 
cuping the building without an occupancy permit. 
“lam a little bit insulted that so few of our ques- 
tions have been answered,” Mrs. Willis said to 
Mrs. Lecrenski during the February 1st public 
hearing. 

Sought To Postpone Hearing 

Mrs. Lecrenski on several occasions asked the 
council to extend the public hearing until the first 
meeting in March. She said by this time, many of 
the problems cited by the council would be ad- 
dressed. 

She also said the council was “ill-informed” 
about her situation. “It’s a tough economy out 
there and we are trying very hard to work with 
Town Hall on this.” 





A motion to table the public hearing was 
defeated by a 9-2 vote. Only Councilors Thomas 
Ennis, Jr., and George Bitzas voted in favor of 
postponing the hearing. 

Councilor Jessie D. Fuller asked, “Why is the 
council getting involved in things that should con- 
cern the Planning Board and Building Depart- 
ment? Let these two departments do their work on 
this. Our only authority here is to either grant 
them a license (for the gas storage permit) or not.” 

No citizen spoke in favor or against Five Star’s 
request for the storage permit before Council 
President James Taylor closed the public hearing. 

Just before the council voted 11-0 against the 
issuing the permit, Councilor Gary Suffriti said, 
“We have debated this enough. Let’s shoot this 
down tonight and let them (Five Star) come back. 
There’s no animosity against Five Star. Let them 
take care of these problems first.”

Another School Incident 
Proves Nurses Are Needed 


To The Editor: 

Once again, an elementary school student 
needed emergency medical treatment during 
school time and once again, there was no school 
nurse present in the building to administer treat- 
ment. 

This time, the incident involved a fourth grade 
boy whose pencil tip snapped while he was 

* writing and the tip of the lead landed in his eye. 
The mother, upon receiving a call from the school 
secretary, raced.down to the school to find a 
usually calm, cool secretary almost in a panic. 
The building principal was not in and the 
secretary had already (by 10:15 a.m.) dealt with six 
other medical emergencies that morning, totally 
ignoring her own work. 

Fortunately, with the secretary's help, the 
mother was able to flush the particle out of her 
son’s eye. Fortunately, there was no other 
damage to the boy’s eye. Fortunately, the mother 
happened to be home when the secretary called. 

But, for the sake of argument, suppose this 
mother hadn’t been home? What could the 
secretary have done? Try to remove the particle 
herself, risking serious eye damage? Call the 
nurse away from another school, taking her away 
from a potential emergency at that school?

Or maybe she could have called 911 as Mayor 
Johnson has suggested schools do in case of 
emergencies happening in the absence of a 
nurse? 

This is just one more example of the minor 
emergencies that can occur during the course of 
a school day. It is unrealistic to think that 911 
should be dialed for every emergency that occurs 
when no nurse is present in school. It is also 
unrealistic to think that medically untrained peo- 
ple are capable of handling medical emergencies. 
We cannot expect our school secretaries, prin- 
cipals, or teachers to act as medical care person- 
nel and still have enough time to run our schools 
and educate our children. 

The parents of the children in the schools of 
Agawam have been asking our officials for a yeur 
and a half to please find and execute a solution to 
this potential volcano. We are not interested in 
how other communities “get along” without full- 
time medically trained personnel in their schools. 

We are only interested and concerned about the 
physical well being of Agawam’s children and we 
are asking our officials to make finding a solution 
to this problem a priority in this election year.

The Agawam Public Library has a selection of 
almost 4,000 large print books. : 
What is a large print book? A large print book is 
a book that is printed with larger (16 to 18 point 
type) typeface, rather than the smaller (10 to 12 
point) type found in most books. : 
The larger type, in conjunction with non-glare 


paper, greatly enhances the readability of the 
text. Large print books are complete and uncut 
versions of the book - nothing is left out except 
the strain on your eyes. 

The Agawam Public Library has large print 
books that cover all areas of reading interests 
-mystery, romance, spy thriller, western, and 
biography to name just a few. In recent years, 
publishers have recognized the growing trend in 
the aging of our population, and as a result, such 
major publishers such as Random House, and 
Bantam-Doubleday-Dell, now release large print 
versions of some bestselling titles concurrently 
with the “regular print” versions. 

We are surprised and dismayed at the number 
of people who do not know about large print 
books, and want you to help us get the word out. 

The Library has obtained a Grant that is being 
funded through the Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners with Title | funds of 
L.S.C.A. (Library Services and Construction Act), a 
federal source of library funding. This grant is 
aimed at improving our services to our senior 
population.

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Congressmen Neal 
Supports Voter Bill 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
hailed the passage of the National Voter Registra- 
tion Act (H.R. 2), claiming it will have “the most far 
reaching impact on the opening of the 
Democratic process to all Americans since the 
1965 Voting Rights Act.” 

The House of Representatives approved the bill 
by a vote of 259-160. 

“The right to vote is a fundamental right 
guaranteed by the U.S. Constitution. | believe that 
any steps we can take to strip away impediments 
to voting will only improve the democratic pro- 
cess. 

“with the passage of H.R. 2, the young, the 
minority, the disenfranchised can now become 
more active in the American political process,” 
said Neal. 

The bill, which is virtually identical to the bill 
that President George Bush vetoed last year, re- 
quires states to establish procedures to allow in- 
dividuals to register to vote when they apply for a 
driver's license (‘‘motor voter” registration), to 
register by mail, and to register at specifically 
designated sites. 

President Bill Clinton has indicated that he will 
sign the bill into law. 

The three registration methods in the bill will 
reach the entire eligible population, and in a 
remarkably effective and cost-effective way. Each 
is a proven method of increasing registration. 

Linking voter registration with the application 
of adriver’s license would reach about 90% of the 
voting age population. The other two methods 
(mail registration and agency registration) will be 
especially helpful to low-income people who are 
less likely to have driver’s licenses. 

The bill will also help disabled people across 
the country become full and active participants in 
the electoral process by providing voter registra- 
tion outreach through agencies that serve them. 
This should greatly increase the voting participa- 
tion of the disabled, only about 25% of whom are 
currently registered. 

The measure also provides for the updating and 
verification of voter registration lists, and 
streporhene federal authority to prosecute voter 

raud,

Why Would Anyone Take LSD??? 


First synthesized in 1938 as the hallucinogenic 
amphetamine MDA, the LSD with which we have 
become most familiar was actually first 
discovered in 1938. 

Working in a Swiss pharmacutical lab, a team 
of chemists under the direction of Albert Hof- 
mann extracted D-Lysergic Acid (LSD) from the 
Ergo Fungus. Initially, it was thought to be the key 
that would unlock a number of mysteries, both 
psychological and physical. 

it would enable man to reach new heights and 
explore new worlds in the areas of philosophy and 
religion, and it would enhance the treatment of 
alcohol and drug addiction. In practice, little of 
this came to pass. It was also hoped that LSD 
would be useful as a respiratory and circulatory 
stimulant. 

Experiments on animals, however, proved that 
theory wrong. In 1943, while experimenting with 
the drug, Hofmann accidently got a drop on his 
finger, thusly producing the first recorded LSD ex- 
perience. 

The U.S. Army and the C.I.A. were supporting 
research into LSD in the early 1950’s. It was hoped 
that it could be used as a potent weapon or 
possibly a truth serum. This also failed in practice 
and it was not until the 1970's that experiments on 
unknowing subjects became public knowledge. 

By 1962, the demand for the drug had increased 
tenfold and illegal efforts at manufacturing the

drug had begun. “White Lightning,’ “Purple 
Haze,” and “Midnight Hour” became three brands 
of LSD known for their quality. Harvard resear- 
cher, Dr. Timothy Leary, ingested the drug and did 
not speak for five days. He would soon disclose to 
the world that LSD was more important than Har- 
vard itself. 

It was largely due to Dr. Leary’s publicity that 
the drug caught on all over the country. By 1963, 
the drug was being associated with progressive 
rock music. Groups such as the “Grateful Dead” 
and the ‘Jefferson Airplane” gave momentum to 
the drug culture in America. 

It was at these concerts that many had their 
first experience with the mind-altering drug. In 
1966, LSD began receiving bad press for a number 
of reasons. 

A young child had accidently ingested a sugar 
cube soaked with the drug, and an ex-medical stu- 
dent was charged with stabbing his mother 105 
times while under the influence of LSD. The young 


-girls fully recovered and it was later found that the 


man was drunk at the time of the attack, but the 
negative publicity of these and other incidents 
caused a decline in the use of LSD. 

By the end of the 70’s however, an upswing in 
use was again being experienced. Better quality 
product, combined with milder dosages and 
pepulel packaging, helped fuel the resurgance of 


“Computer Acid,” 100 dots in rows of 20x5 on 
blotter paper the size of a dollar bill, was a 
popular form of distribution. in the late 70’s came 
LSD in gelatin form—‘“Windowpane.” Around 
1980, a new kind of LSD in blotter form appeared 
on the street. 

“Red Dragon” sold for about $2 a dose. The ear- 
ly 80’s saw a number of other cartoon-characters 
appearing on limited edition high quality, four col- 
or blotters. Mickey Mouse as the “Sorcerer's ap- 
prentice,” was a popular blotter form of LSD. In 
1981, there started a rumor that LSD was appear- 
ing in school yards and was being sold to children 
in the form of washable tattoos with Disney 
characters. 

LSD “Tattoos” were never found and the inci- 
dent was laid to rest as a hoax. As of May 1986, 
“High Times’”’ magazine listed the price of LSD at 
between $3 and $6 a dose. Effective doses range 
from 50 to 200 micrograms, but during the early 
years of peak use; doses of up to 2,000 mcg. were 
reported. Thus, the “bad trip.” 

Today, average doses range between 40-100 
mcg. and the most desirable brand is the 
“Sorcerer's Apprentice,” with a full color Mickey 
Mouse dressed in wizard’s garb from the film 
“Fantasia. ”” 

Even today, LSD and its effects on mind and 
body remain a mystery. Only one mystery looms 
larger: why would anyone take a chance on trying 
it? 


Walsh Happy About Carjacking Law 


Representative Michael P. Walsh (D-Agawam) 
has announced the passage of a new law that 
makes carjacking a crime under state law. 

“Carjacking is a serious offense which merits 
serious punishment,” said Rep. Walsh. “Our 
quick action to head off this crime before it 
becomes epidemic in proportion should clearly 
spell out to would-be offenders that such illegal 
activity will not be tolerated.” 

The new law provides a state prison sentence 
of up to 15 years or up to 2% years in jail or house

of correction and a maximum fine of $15,000 for 
any individual convicted of attempting or actually 
stealing a motor vehicle while assaulting, confin- 
ing, maiming, or threatening the owner or 
operator of that vehicle. 

In addition, Rep. Walsh notes that the 
perpetrator, if armed with a dangerous weapon, 
can be sentenced to an additional maximum of 20 
years in a state prison or 2% years in jail or house 
of correction and a minimum fine of $5,000. 

“It is truly unfortunate that we need to enact

such laws to protect life and property. Until we as 
a society can focus in on the root problems of all 
types of crimes, though, we need to sound a loud 
message that such deviate behavior will not be 
allowed to occur. 

“While we have acted in such a manner to 
punish carjackers, | will continue my own efforts 
to both protect the people of the commonwealth 
and bolster the types of programs which will help 
teduce the rate of overall crime here in 
Massachusetts,” concluded Walsh. 
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Family Leave Bill 
Hailed By Rep. Neal 


Ending several years of legislative gridlock, the 
United States House of Representatives over- 
whelmingly passed the Family and Medical Leave 
Act (HR 1) by a vote of 263 to 161. 

Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal, 
a two-time original co-sponsor of the bill, called 
the vote “a significant victory for American 
families.” 

“The Family and Medical Leave Act is simply 
one of the most imporant pieces of pro-family 
legislation passed by Congress in a decade. It will 
ensure that millions of men and women will not 
have to make the difficult choice between family 
and work. 

“More importantly, it will allow them to return 
to their job after spending time with a newborn, or 
a sick family member. The Family and Medical 
Leave Act will simply bring American families 
closer together,” said Neal. 

The bill requires employers with 50 or more 
employees—thereby exempting small 
businesses—to provide their employees with up 
to 12 weeks of unpaid leave per year to care for a 
sick child, parent, or spouse, or to use for the 
employee’s own medical treatment. 

The measure provides the same amount of un- 
paid leave to federal civil servants, state and local 
government employees, and House and Senate 
employees. The bill protects the jobs of 
employees while on leave and requires employers 
to continue health insurance benefits for 
employees while on leave. 

Congress has passed similar legislation on two 
occasions only to have it vetoed by President 
George Bush. By contrast, President Clinton sup- 
ports the bill and it is expected to be the first ma- 
jor piece of legislation signed into law under the 
new administration.

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Melconian Says New ‘‘Jobs Bill’? Can Help 
Revitalize Stressed Western Mass. Area 


Senator Linda J. Melconian announced today 
that the Economic Development Package, other- 
wise known as the “Jobs Bill” was passed several 
days ago by the Massachusetts Senate. 

Senator Melconian expressed her pleasure at 
the passage and remarked, “I am pleased that 
there was such overwhelming support to begin to 
spark growth and preserve and create jobs in our 
region. 

“We in the Pioneer Valley have been hit par- 
ticularly hard with over 31,000 jobs lost and the 
unemployment rate nearing 10%. This will ensure 
that Western Massachusetts has full representa- 
tion and participation in the state’s attempts to 
rebuild a strong economy.” 

The measure serves to assist struggling 
businesses as well as address the very real need 
for Massachusetts to attract new business in- 
itiatives. The bill is an encompassing one, citing 
20 points with a new state investment totalling 
$29 million, $15 million of it bonded. 

The Senate also adopted two Melconian 
amendments. The focus of these amendments 
guarantees Western Massachusetts full participa- 
tion in the decision-making process of the 
package, as well as equal access to any programs 
involving regional planning. 

“It is imperative that we are able to maximize 
the resources and benefits for Western 
Massachusetts from any state job creation 
package,” stated Senator Melconian. Melconian 
was erroneously reported as not voting on this 
measure by the Springfield Union-News. A retrac- 
tion apologizing for the inaccuracy appeared in 
Sunday’s edition. 

The bill’s highlights include creating 
“economic opportunity areas,” such as enterprise 
zones, for the purpose of addressing areas of high 


unemployment such as Springfield and Holyoke; 
creating a $5 million Capital Access Funds for 
more flexible loans to small businesses experien- 
cing severe credit crunches; and providing a $30 
million Emerging Technologies Fund to help at- 
tract manufacturing and Research & Development 
facilities. 

It also includes an Export Finance Fund to pro- 

vide loan guarantees, insurance and technical 
assistance both for companies currently engaged 
in exporting, and in new export ventures; 
technical and financial assistance for the crea- 
tion of manufacturing networks, as well as loans 
to minority, low-income and women-owned 
business. 
’ Perhaps the most important element of the 
package, and one of the more controversial, is to 
double the first year and triple by the third year 
the state’s investment tax credit (ITC). & 

Senator Melconian spoke in favor of such a 
measure. “The increase is a solid commitment to 
Massachusetts employers that the State will put 
its money where its mouth is with regard to job 
creation and economic development. : 

“Many of these initiatives we had already iden- 
tified on the Greater Springfield Business Round- 
table panel, which | organized to expand and at- 
tract new businesses to Western 
Massachusetts.” 

The investment tax credit is designed to en- 
courage Massachusetts corporations to increase 
spending on technologies which will in turn raise 
productivity, preserve existing jobs as well as 
create new ones. 

“After all,” Senator Melconian contended, “in 
the long run, only meaningful jobs creation will 
ensure a real recovery for the Pioneer Valley and 
for Massachusetts.

Fire-Safe Cooking 


Over 120,000 scald burns are treated in 
emergency rooms each year. The Agawam Fire 
Department warns that a new source of scald 
burns to infants is serving them both liquids and 
solid foods that have been prepared in a 
microwave oven. 

¢ Hot liquids poured into disposable bottles 
may. cause these bottles to burst, soaking the in- 
ant. 

e Disposable bottles are not made to withstand 
intense microwave oven heat. 

e Food microwaved may feel cool to the touch 
on the surface, only to be scalding hot in the mid- 
dle. Many infants receive severe burns to the 
mouth and throat because of this. 

e Parents should test the temperature of the 
baby’s food before feeding the child. 

_ ¢ Additionally, parents should follow the direc- 
tions provided by the bottle’s manufacturer for 
heating directions.

Timeless Truth For Today... 
The Only Book 
Of Its Kind 


by Roger Martin, Pastor 
Agawam Church of the Bible 


If you are looking for the truth; if you are looking 
for reliable direction in uncertain times, you need 
look no further than the Bible. Place the Bible 
against any “religious” book or document (or any 
book at all, for that matter), and you will find that 
it stands miles apart. 

In recent articles, | have written about its uni- 
que and remarkable claim to be the very word of 
God for mankind. We have observed its 
remarkable unity from beginning to end, consider- 
ing it was written by over 40 men over a period of 
1,500 years. 

We also noted that portions of the Bible have 
been translated into more than 1,800 languages 
and dialects, with no book of history coming even 
close to that number. Summary: The Bible is uni- 
que in its claims, its composition, its unity, and in 
its translation, but that is not all! 

The Bible is the most published and distributed 
book of all time and it continues at a remarkable 
pace as it has for years, with no book even coming 
close. Just one Bible producer among many, The 
American Bible Society printed and distributed 
one-billion copies between 1969 and 1976 and has 
printed billions in dozens of languages since its 
beginning in 1816. 

The Bible is also unique in its survival. Written 
on perishable materials and having to be copied 
and recopied for hundreds of years before the in- 
vention of the printing press, the survival and ac- 
curacy of copies is nearly miraculous.

Among the Dead Sea 
Scrolls discovered in the 1940’s was a copy of the 
biblical book of Isaiah that was 1,000 years older 
than any exisiting copy of Isaiah. Chapter 53 of 
Isaiah contains 166 words and only one word was 
found to be questionably different after 1,000 
years of handwritten copying, and the meaning of 
the text was not altered. 

The Bible has not only survived time, but 
persecution as well. It has been burned, outlawed 
and criticized, but has continued strong for cen- 
turies. The French writer, Voltaire, predicted that 
Christianity would not survive 100 years: beyond 
his death. Fifty years after his death, his home 
and printing press were used to print Bibles. The 
Bible marches on. 


Not only has it survived, but it remains loved 1 


and respected by millions and millions worldwide. 
A national survey conducted by the Barna 
Research Group in 1991 indicated that 45% of 
American adults had read some portion of the Bi- 
ble in the previous week. 

And if you are a seeker of truth, you should be 
reading the Bible, too. It makes the claim of being 
God’s Word and shows the unique marks of being 
a book from God. Ighore the Bible at your own 
risk!

One major flaw with this film is that it relies too 
heavily on a very old love story formula; the notion 
that opposites attract. The redeeming attribute 
that saves this film from certain disaster are the 
delightful performances by Gere and Roberts as 
Edward Lewis and Vivian Ward. 

Lewis leads a very business-oriented life. The 
novelty of this film comes from the powerful in- 
fluence that Vivian has over changing his 
lifestyle. He has the mentality that money can buy 
anything, including love; Vivian eventually 
teaches him otherwise. 

The above-mentioned redeeming factor of this 
film is associated with the successful on-screen 
chemistry between Gere and Roberts. Unfor- 
tunately, the only reason that this chemistry is 
present is due to these performers’ sex appeal in- 
stead of genuine acting compatability. 

The film’s upbeat soundtrack also aids in 
distracting the viewer from the weak storyline. 
One of the best scenes in the film is when the title 
song is playing and we see Vivian shopping on the 
famous Rodeo Drive in Beverly Hills. 

As an example of the mediocre production 
value of Pretty Woman, look for the scene where Vi 
vian throws Edward’s tie to the floor. In the very 
next shot we miraculously see his tie tight and 
snug around his neck! Yet in the next shot, it 
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vanishes again. 

Pretty Woman seems to have been a decent film 
by sheer luck and accident. | still recommend, 
however, that it be rented and watched at face 
value because it does make you want to fall in 
love all over again. 2% STARS. (Mature au- 
diences.) 


* The Graduate 

Director: Mike Nichols. 1967. Rated PG. 1 hour and 
46 minutes. Starring: Anne Bancroft, Dustin Hoffman, 
and Katherine Ross. 

This Academy Award nominee is about a young 
man who is seduced by his father’s best friend’s 
wife. After a lengthy affair with her, he falls in love 
with her daughter. The film revolves around the - 
young man’s struggle with the morals and his 
deep love for his mistress’s daughter. 

Anne Bancroft plays the sly and infamous Mrs. 
Robinson, the seducer. Dustin Hoffman, in one of 
his first feature film roles, portrays Benjamin, the 
troubled youth. His sleek performance causes the 
audience to be sympathetic to Benjamin’s plight, 
even though it was this same audience that wat- 
ched him ‘make his own bed,” so to speak! Ban- 
croft’s portrayal causes the audience to infer that 
Mrs. Robinson can be potentially dangerous. 

Once the audience sees that Benjamin is falling 
for her daughter, the fear is at its height. 
Katherine Ross’s portrayal of the daughter makes 
the audience care for her character. This achieve- 
ment complements Hoffman’s attempt at 
creating empathy for Benjamin, since the au- 
dience wants to see the couple end up together. 

The film’s soundtrack is performed by Simon 
and Garfunkel and was justifiably the recipient of 
three Grammy Awards. Of course, the most 
memorable song from the soundtrack is “Mrs. 
Robinson.” 

The happy ending to this film serves as the ic- 
ing on what has been a very tasty cake. The irony 
of the film is that it was through Mrs. Robinson’s 
immoral and manipulative behavior that a lonely 
guy finally found true love. So here’s to you, Mrs. 
Robinson. 4 STARS. (Mature audiences.)

PG-13. 1 hour and 51 minutes. Starring: Melanie Grif- 
fith and Don Johnson, 

A very touching but easily forgotten film about 
a young couple’s disenchantment with their rela- 
tionship. The story centers around a visiting 
youngster who serves as the bridge between a 
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couple who have been slowly growing apart. The 
theme of this filmis that although one’s mind may 
dictate that love is not enough for happiness, the 
heart righteously leads to the truth. 

Despite a very true-to-life theme, Melanie Grif- 
fith and Don Johnson do not seem to ever be able 
to ignite the dreadfully missed spark in their por- 
trayals. Luckily, what holds the viewer's interest 
is the ever-present possibility for reconciliation 
between this husband and wife. 

Logically, Donoghue waited until the end of the 
film before a reconciliation materializes. For- 
tunately, the happy ending was constructed and 
presented very well and proved to be worth 
waiting for. 

The young boy plays a vital role in the plot of 
this film. Not only does he physically represent 
the ultimate reconciliation, but he symbolizes the 
innocence of youth, where true love is born. By 
the end of the film, he teaches mature adults that 
to experience paradise on earth, human emotions 
must be a person’s guide. 

Don’t expect a blockbuster—just be ready for a 
riveting drama about lost love that was recovered 
in time for true happiness to be present. After all, 
true happiness is life’s paradise. 2 STARS.

* Can’t Buy Me Love

This is the story about a boy who loves the girl 
next door. He has become tired of living the life of 
a “nerd” and wants to be popular. 

When the object of Ronny Miller's desire, Cindy 
Mancini, runs into financial difficulty, he offers to 
help ... with strings attached! He asks in return 
that she go out with him for one month to boost 
his popularity. While hesitant at first, she con- 
cedes. The conflict of the film arises when Cindy 
realizes that Ronny’s newfound reputation is go- 
ing to his head. 5 

This very simplistic storyline proves to be avery 
entertaining one. The audience experiences the 
boomerang effect; that is, our empathy is initially 
with Ronny but ends up with Cindy. 

Although this film is certainly not in the same 
vein asa standard romantic comedy, it succeeds 
in achieving its goals perfectly from start to 
finish. The story is very predictable; but, in some 
inexplicable way, it would not have been as ap- 
pealing if it wasn’t!

PERFECT CHICKEN CACCIATORE 
16 oz. Italian plum tomatoes, crushed 
¥Y_ cup dry white wine 
1 small onion, chopped 
1 small pees pepper, seeded and 
choppe 
2 cloves of garlic, minced 
1 bay leaf 
Ye teaspoon fennel seeds, crushed 
1 teaspoon dried oregano, crushed 
Ye teaspoon crushed red pepper 
2 ponds broiler chicken, cut into serving pieces 
with skin and fat removed OR two whole chicken 
breasts, halved with skin and fat removed 
Juice of % lemon 
1 teaspoon salt-free vegetable seasoning 

Place tomatoes in small saucepan. Add all re- 
maining ingredients except chicken, lemon juice, 
and vegetable seasoning. Cover and simmer for 5 
minutes. 

Season chicken with lemon juice and vegetable 
seasoning and broil on both sides until lightly 
browned. 

Arrange chicken pieces in baking dish sprayed 
with nonstick cooking spray. Pour sauce over 
chicken. 

Cover and bake in preheated 350° oven for 45 
minutes, or until tender. Remove bay leaf. 

Serving Suggestions: Serve with spaghetti and 
steamed vegetables, such as zucchini, green 
beans, or peas and carrots.

CHICKEN DIVAN CASSEROLE 
1% pounds chicken breast halves, skinned 
6 cups water 
1 bouquet garni* 
20 oz. frozen broccoli spears 
2 tablespoons corn oil margarine 
Y cup plus 1 tablespoon all purpose flour 
Ye cup evaporated skim milk 
3 tablespoons cooking sherry 
Ye teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
Ys cup grated parmesan cheese, divided 

Place chicken in Dutch oven; add water and 
*bouquet garni (3 sprigs fresh parsley, 1 bay leaf, 
6 whole black peppercorns, % teaspoon dried 

‘whole thyme, all enclosed in a double layer of 
cheesecloth and tied securely). 

Cover and bring to a boil. Reduce heat, and sim- 
mer 25 minutes or until chicken is done. Remove 
chicken and bouquet garni from broth, reserving 2 
cups broth. Discard bouquet garni. Chill reserved 
broth, and skim congealed fat from surface. Bone 
and slice chicken; set aside. 

Cook broccoli according to the package direc- 
tions.

Cook 1 minute, stirring constantly, until mixture 
is thickened and bubbly.

At School Bd. Meeting... 
Special Ed. Pupils 
& Mainstreaming 
Heard At Meeting

It’s out with the old and in with the new for the 
School Committee’s agenda. 

On Tuesday evening (February 9th), the School 
Committee presented its first integration of anew 
agenda section entitled “Highlight on Education.” 
They will now eliminate the section entitled “Old 
Business” as a result of the unanimous vote ap- 
proving a new agenda format. 

_During Citizen’s Speak Tuesday night, Attorney 
Richard Morassi of Feeding Hills introduced the 
video. “We Are All Special” that was shown as this 
week’s highlight. He said that the film was pro- 
duced _by the Massachusetts Department of 
Education and emphasized the importance of 
Special Education students being mainstreamed 
throughout the entire school system. 

Morassi recalled being a ‘role model or peer 
partner back in the early 1960’s before the titles 
ever came into being.” 

He said, “The transition of the name role model 
to peer partner has come about because regular 
education students do not necessarily have more 
to teach than the Special Education student.” 

Morassi said that without his own experiences 
in swimming classes with severely disabled peers 
(for therapy of his own Erbs palsy), he probably 
would not have attended law school. The video 
pointed out that integration of students was ad- 
vantageous for all, he said. 

Morassi noted that “the better schools” were 
leaning more toward “inclusion, not exclusion; 
oe that mainstreaming should be the clarion 
call.” 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder con- 
curred with the advantages, saying that he felt 
every teacher should have a course in 
mainstreaming. 

Associate Superintendent Donald Charest has 
been appointed to chair a committee to review 
school space needs, and a report update from this 
group will most likely include the facility re- 
quirements for the the needs of all students in the 
Agawam Public Schools. 

A Monthly Calendar Added To The Agenda 

A monthly calendar for ail school events will 
also be incorporated into the new School Commit- 
tee agenda and will become part of the cor- 
respondence to be read by the secretary. 

A written resolution will be submitted to the 
board for each personnel action requiring a vote, 
and it will be signed by the superintendent and 
chairman of the School Committee. 

Warrants will also be submitted to the board in 
written form for approval. All resolutions, war- 
rants, policy action, and informational presenta- 
tions will be labeled with a prefix code for filing 
purposes and easy accessibility. 

Agenda Subcommittee Chairwoman Louise 
David told the board that any resolutions or 
policies being presented under “New Business” 
will not be voted upon when they appear for the 
first time (under this title) unless an Emergency 
Preamble and valid reason are given.

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AHS Team Again 
Competes In Annual 
AIC Model Congress

Four Agawam High School delegates and three 
observers joined faculty advisor John Ferranti at 
American International College’s recent 53rd Ses- 
sion of Model Congress. 

More than 400 high school student senators 
and representatives, from New England as well as 
New York, met for mock legislative debates to 
seek approval for their drafted and sponsored 
bills during the three-day event. 

Over 30 schools participated this year in the 
Model Congress Program, which is designed to 
give high school students the opportunity to 
engage in the legislative process firsthand. The 
program is aimed at stimulating an interest in the 
process of government, and encourages students 
to continue that interest by awarding more than 
$15,000 in scholarships to winning delegates. 

Senator Lees Keynote Speaker 

State Senator Brian P. Lees (R-2nd Hampden 
District), was the keynote speaker. Lees, in his 
third term as a state senator from East 
Longmeadow, was recently chosen senate minori- 
ty leader. State Representative Paul R. Munns 
(R-9th District of Manchester, CT), was the 
speaker at the Model Congress Awards Banquet. 

Before the keynote address in which Lees en- 
couraged students to pursue a career in politics, 
Springfield Mayor Robert Markel gave the 
welcoming remarks. Markel, a former AIC political 
science professor, served as faculty advisor for 
the Model Congress for 18 years, and was the 
keynote speaker last year. 

AHS sophomore John Manning co-sponsored 
Agawam’s joint resolution with freshman Alfred 
Aaa (to establish a National Debt Reduction 
Act). 

Delegates Courtney Limbert and Alisa Harvey 
were “ghost sponsors” with speaking privileges. 
Observers from AHS included freshmen Catherine 
Willis, Eric Binder, and Anthony Newman. 

John Manning told us, ‘‘Our bill passed commit- 
tee on Friday, which is the second step, but it fail- 
ed in the House of Representatives on Saturday. 
They like the liberal bills up there.” 

He noted, “I think it failed because certain at- 
titudes of the people were not serious enough to 
sacrifice parts of education funding, or health and 
human services. Also, we had an inexperienced 
delegation. This is only my second year, and this 
was the first year for everyone else as freshmen.” 

Courtney Limbert added, “| was awfully ner- 
vous. | did a little bit of speaking in committee, 
but not in the house. It was really fun for 
everybody, though.” 

Courtney also told us that when the delegation 
first arrived on Thursday evening, January 14th, a 
special legislative session was held at the 
Schwartz Campus Center auditorium. “It was an 
emergency meeting, conducted as though the 
President was there, and we needed to take ac- 
tion in Samolia. 

Special Session To Prepare Delegates 

The special session was designated to give 
delegates insight into the lobbying efforts that af- 
fect policy matters in the U.S. Congress and to 
prepare delegates for the Committee, House, and 
Senate sessions that took place on Friday and 
Saturday, according to Director Craig M. 
Greenberg, Office of Public Relations. 

Other bills presented by student delegates in- 
cluded establishing a new excise tax on cigaret- 
tes and smokeless tobacco, implementing man- 
datory latex condom distribution in all secondary 
schools, and establishing a uniform handgun con- 
trol act. 

Each of these issues has recently passed or is 
currently being discussed by the House and 
Senate in Washington, D.C., and all met with ap- 
proval from the Model Congress. 

Two other interesting bills scheduled for 
debate during Model Congress included legisla- 
tion to protect and recognize homosexual mar- 
riages, and to provide admission of DNA profiling 
as evidence in U.S. Court cases. 

AIC faculty judges, coordinated by Professor 
Thomas J. O'Neil (who has worked with the Model 
Congress for over 20 years), observed the 
delegates throughout the Congress session. They 
scored and assessed the oratorical and 
parliamentary skills of each delegate. 

The top delegate was awarded a full scholar- 
ship; the second place delegate was awarded a 
half scholarship; third and fourth place delegates 
were awarded a quarter scholarship. The event 
concluded with an awards banquet held Saturday 
evening. :

On a day when Coach Phil Tomkiel noted that 
this was one of his most difficult teams to 
motivate since he began his coaching career, his 
team responded to his inspiration and wrestled its 
best matches of the year. 

It was a day where their biggest and baddest 
wrestler was away visiting a potential collegiate 
choice; a day where one of their best weapons 
was trying to shake off a four day flu bug. 

But the Brownies mauled everything in their 
path as they pummelled Pioneer Regional (72-3) 
and slam-dunked Cathedral (50-8) on the Panther 
mats in Springfield. 

In the Cathedral match, the Brownies looked 
quicker and more alert than at any time during the 
season. And it might not have been expected of 
them on this day. 

The match was scheduled to start at 1:00 p.m. 
But the Brownies had to sit in the stands and 
watch as Cathedral piledrived Pioneer (68-3) in the 
opening festivities.

Shawn earned a stalling point at the se- 
cond period buzzer and he got a third period 
escape to win a narrow 2-0 decision.

in the period. 


Dan Vargas, a hard-working 135 pounder, had 
himself a difficult assignment in Paul Kelly. Kelly 
was the entire show in this one. He zipped to a 
16-1 technical fall with Vargas’ only point coming 
on a figure four scissors that was detected for a 
technical violation. 

Dennis Clark and Bryan McKeever entertained 
the crowd with a roll-reroll festival at the 140 
pound class. But Clark stepped it up in the second 
period and worked a headlock pin at 3:05.

_ Nobody is conceding anything in Western Mass 
high school wrestling this year, and the hearts of 
Agawam’s coaching staff and fan populace are 
paying the price. 

When Mike DaSilva got shocked with an 8-6

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Impact Of Larry Bird & Magic On 
Pro Basketball Can’t Be Measured

__ This was a week when | heard some of the most 
intelligent talk show chatter in many moons. 
Spotlighted here might have been a philosophical 
question posed by one caller to the Mike and the 
Mad Dog program on WFAN down in New York. 

The high thinking fellow asked the following, 
“Tf there was no such thing as a Larry Bird (perish the 
thought) or a Magic Johnson, would Michael Jordan 
have made the same impact on the NBA back in early 
19802”? AXmmm... 

_The immediate response would be a resoun- 
ding NO! The talk show gurus from the Apple also 
said, NO, noting that Larry and Magic 
simultaneously brought the pass back into 
basketball (essentially saving the game and bring- 
hee to the level that we now know it). 

_ They went on to say that Michael would have 
simply extended the “Me-Me-My-My-I-I” mentality 
that existed at that time. It’s really an unfair ques- 
tion from Michael’s perspective, because he 
showed what he could do in a team environment 
under Dean Smith at North Carolina. 

He fit well into the TarHeel system. And it pro- 
bably educated him plenty. 

Certainly those studies under Smith helped 
make him the terror that he has been since he 
came to the big leagues. 

Shortly after, the Bird-Magic debate began and 
Mad Dog (Chris Russo) claimed that he would 
rather have Bird if he had to build a franchise. Bird 
always wanted the ball in the clutch, he noted, 
and made everybody around him better (and so on 
and so on). 

Mike Francesa quickly stated he would rather 
have Johnson because Magic had the ball all the 
time and thus could dictate everything that went 
on during the ballgame. 

Dog came back to remind Francesa that 
Johnson missed several shots in crunch time that 
denied the Lakers a chance to move forward in the 
playoffs. Fair enough. 


Francesa reminded Dog that Magic led Bird in 
championships (5-3) and quickly remembered that 
in actuality, it was 6-3 because of Michigan 
State’s NCAA win over Bird’s Sycamores of In- 
diana State. It was real good radio. : 


Later in the show, KC Jones and Bill Walton 
made appearances because of the timing of the 
Larry Bird night at Boston Garden. It was there 
that my memory came back into sharper focus 
when the interview with KC revealed that he has 
been a champion 14 times: Eight as a player with 
the Celts; two as head coach of the C’s; one as 
assistant under Bill Fitch with the C’s; one as an 
assistant with the Lakers; and two more with Bill 
Russell at the University of San Francisco. 

KC talked about Bird long enough to get my 
eyes welled up with tears and then moved back in- 
to the Sixties to talk about the early years of the 
franchise. 

My favorite was one he told about Sam Jones. 
He said that one night, Sam left his feet and told 
Wilt Chamberlain, “‘Can’t get this one Stilt, it’s too 
late,” while spinning off a jumper that was all net 
when it came down. 

KC said that he and Bill Russell tried talking 
while in the air at practice the next day and soon 
realized that it was impossible to do. 

Walton talked of Bird’s confidence and how 
much he wanted to win. He revealed even more of 
the passion of Larry Bird. It was a wonderful cou- 
ple of hours of radio.

Sharing With N eedy 


Massachusetts hunters joined forces with Ted 
Nugent’s bowhunters in November and December 
to share their game meat with the needy 
statewide. In this, its first year, The TNWB 
Hunters for the Hungry campaign was responsi- 
ble for hunters donating over 400 pounds of fresh 
venison, goose, and other game meats to Salva- 
tion Army centers, soup kitchens, homeless 
shelters, and churches statewide. 

The Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife assisted in this effort by disseminating 
information about the program through its press 
releases. Dan McGuiness of the Division was the 
prime mover in this effort. : 

The word is out about donating food, so next 
fall more deer and other meats can be expected to 
be donated to this worthy cause.

Another New England state shows an increase 
in deer season kills this past fall. Connecticut 
deer season results for 1992 showed a tally of 
12,417 deer, a 10% increase over 1991. The deer 
kill breakdown is: archery—2,513; firearms 
antlerless—2,847; landowner—1,252; shotgun/ 
rifle—5,185; and muzzleloader—620. 

Approximately 35,000 hunters participated in 
the 1992 deer season. These individuals spent 
nearly $600,000 on deer permits and injected an 
additional $7 million (direct expenditure) into the 
Connecticut economy via hunter-related expen- 
ditures. 

In addition, check station records show that the 
1992 season provided hunters with approximately 
900,000 pounds of boneless meat valued at $2.9 
million. 

Reeders 

Records are being broken all over the New 
England states. A new record for the heaviest 
bear taken by bow and arrow in New Hampshire 
was established during the 1992 bear hunting 
season. Furthermore, the oldest wild bear on 
record in the state was killed. 

On September 29th, bowhunter Charles R. 
Caron of Pittsburg took a 426%2-pound bruin in his 
hometown and set a record for the heaviest bear 
taken by this method. 

In Bartlett, Mike Sullivan of Epping bagged a 
873-pound male bear on October 17th. Turns out 
the bear was 31% years of age. Biologists had 
tagged the bear in the town of Carroll in 1986 dur- 
ing a bear study; it was 25 years old at the time. 

According to Wildlife biologist Eric Orff, New 
Hampshire Fish and Game Department’s bear 
project leader, ‘Only about five percent of the 
male bears live longer than 10 years.” 

Hunters took a total of 229 bears during the 
1992 season. Of that total, 27 were taken by bow 
and arrow; 16 with muzzleloaders; eight with han- 
dguns; and seven with shotguns.

Did you know that wise anglers keep a log on 
each fishing trip through the year, recording 
things like: wind, water temperature, weather, 
type of cover, best lure and method of fishing it, 
barometer, depth where fish were holding, etc. 
Take the log along with you the following year, 
ax often it will give you the magic pattern for the 

ay. 

This was one more tip that worked very well for 
me and my fishing companions. It meant a good 
day of catching perch, instead of flogging the 
water and catching nothing. 

When it is windy on the lake and the fish aren’t 
around the shore, try running to the upwind tip of 
the lake and let the wind move you quietly along. 

We fished with a Colorado spinner with a piece 
of bait on it. The spinner keeps the bait off the bot- 
tom, and time and again we ran into a school of 
perch. We tossed out a floating marker and return- 
ed to the spot to try vertical jigging the lure, which 
caught the fish.
